COMPLAINT 10 TEST
CONSTITUTIONALITY

OF ACT PASSED BY GENERAL
ASSEMBLY IN REGARD
POLL TAX

COUNTY TREASURER

Is Defendant and Plaintiff Asks
Judgment in Sum of $6.95
and Costs.

Whether the act of the general as-
sembly empowering the county trens-
urer to collect $6.95 as penalty on
delinguent  poll payers is constitu-
tional, 1s a matter that will be ques-
tioned nt the next term of court of
common pleas,

A suit has been brought against Mr.
€. N. €. Holemann as county {reasur-
or, "sucecessor to W. A Trinp by M.
Walter Suterland, and Juligment in
the sum of $6.95 §s asked together
wWith costs of the action.

In Mr. satherland's compiaint it
Is alleged:

“That on or after the first day of
May, A. D, 1915, the defondant's pre-
decessor, W. AL Triop, caused execu-
tlon to issue against the plaintin
here for poll tax for the swn  of
$5; thar Is, $1 poll tax, and $7 pen-
alty. That plaintift paid sall execu-
tlon under protest, in accordance with
the statutory law now of force in this
atate; plaintiff’s reason for  protest
being tiiat the penalty was executive,
wrongful and illegal in the sum of
$6.95, in that the statutory pennlty
on all tax exccutions for the year
1915 was and is five per cent, there-
fore if any penalty was justiy and le-
gally due, there should have heen
colleeted the sum of $1.05 instead of
the sum of 35; which ammount was
wronglully and Plegally collected
from plaintiff.

“Wherefore, plaintifft prays judg-
ment against the above named defen-
dant as county treasurcr for the sum
of $6.95% together with the cosws of
this actlon."

misrepresentations of men.

Second, That in hig life he did s
work among us in a more private way
than is common among- ministera that
will continue to prove to us the vaiue
of such men in our community, ana
will be felt and realized by many who
did not know his worth while he liv-
ed. 7

and community, feel a great loss by
his departure and while we extend to
the bereaved widow and children our
sympathy In this logs of a husband
and father. i
